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DOCTRINE OF EVOLUTION 
NOT ON TRIAL. 


Dudley Field Malone, a New York City attorney , 
associated with the counsel In the defense of School­ 
m aster Scopes in the famous Tennessee evolution 
case, Friday announced a list of twelve fam ous sci­ 
entists and scholars who have Indicated their will­ 
ingness to testify . 
It is an Indication, if Mr. Malone is speak ing for 
all of those who will aid in the defense, that a fatal 
error has been made In form ulating the issues. 
The doctrine of evolution is not on trial in I en- 
nessee. 
The only question raised in the proceedings brought 
against Scopes under the law passed by the last 
legislature of that state is w hether a legislative m a ­ 
jority speak ing on beh 3 lf of a sovereign people, shall 
determine w hat shall be taught in the public schools. 
Undoubtedly the prosecution, assisted by Mr. Bry an, 
will argue that someone must have the final voice 
in deciding those subjects which shall be included 
in the curriculum. 
It cannot be left to the individual 
Judgm ent of the teacher or even those who head the 
instructional forces, It might very readily be said. 
Somebody clearly m ust be in fit r*l authority to de­ 
cide w hat shall and w hat shall not be taught, 
who 
•hall and shall not teach It and how much shall and 
shall not be left to the discretion of the Instructors. 
It is hardly necessary to point out the grave d a n­ 
gers of a sy stem which permits a m ajority to d e ­ 
term ine the policies of an educational sy stem. 
In 
the most ex treme cases it would be possible that a 
certain sect or denomination particularly powerful in 
a certain community could determine what would be 
taught in the schools and enforce its will upon a 
minority . 
T hat Is contrary to all democratic doc­ 
trine. 
It never lias prevailed in this country and It 
never should he perm itted to gain a foothold. G ra d u­ 
ally we have been seek ing to em ancipate our ed uca­ 
tional sy stem from the ty ranny of politics. 
The s e ­ 
lection of officials has been on a nonpartisan basis. 
The m anagem ent of the schools has been freed of 
political considerations. 
The course of study , with 
certain restrictions, has been left to the judgm ent of 
those who have devoted their lives to education. 
* 
* 
* 
The big 
I s s ue in I lie approaching trial in Tennessee 
1b educational Independence. 
Just how far this freedom should go has never been 
determined. 
Very pertinently the St. Louis I’ost Dispatch re ­ 
m ark s that no self-respecting educational sy stem 's 
possible in which the standards of truth are de­ 
term ined by electoral campaigns and the votes of a 
m ajority of legislators. 
Clearly there is something 
deeply wrong in a theory of democracy which claims 
that a m ajority shall determine not only gross ques­ 
tions of public policy but the results of scientific 
Inquiry and the access of pupils to an understanding 
of what scholars the world over are think ing. 
It would be futile to attem pt to establish the truth 
of the doctrine of evolution. 
No scientist could hon­ 
estly testify to the indisputable fact. He could merely 
outline the various scientific deductions which led 
to certain conclusions. 
T hat has been true in all of 
the field of scientific inquiry . 
B ut there should be 
little question that those who are in quest of in­ 
formation shall be privileged to seek it unless such 
inquiry would be seriously menacing to public morals. 


N O T H I N G S U R E IN P O LITIC S. 
An election was held the other day in the C anadian 
province of Nova Beotia, which resulted in the libera] 
party being ousted after holding control of the gov­ 
ernment continuously since 1 882. 
For the first time 
in 43 y ears the conservatives will tak e the reins. 
They won by a veritable landslide snd will have a 
in-to-1 m ajority in the legislature. 
The main issue which appears to have brought 
» bout this surprising reversal in the stronghold of 
liberalism was that of economy and tax reduction. 
Evidently the Canadians are just as desirous of 
pruning useless branchfs from their governm ental 
tree as we are in the United States. 
A nother thing 
which led to the downfall of the party heretofore 
dominant was its failure to effect a settlem ent of 
the coal miners' strik e in the Cape B reton district. 
Labor troubles arc alw ay s an em barrassing condi­ 
tion for any governm ent to deal with. 
This flop to the conservative side is the first seri­ 
ous setback the liberals have had since they scored 
their big trium ph in the dominion elections and 
overthrew the w artim e regime of their opponents. 
It may be tak en as registering the same trend to­ 


ward so-called “safe and sane” policies as recent 
elections In the United States. G reat 
Britain, France 
and Germany have demonstrated. 
In Nova Scotia the liberals supposed tha t thslr 
position was impregnable. 
Not long 
ago they had 
as firm a grip on things as the dem ocrats 
do In 
Georgia, Alabama and Florida, or the republicans In 
Maine and Vermont. 
Now their governm ental and 
political machine is sm ashed 
to pieces, and they have 
become a disorganized minority . 
The uncertainties of politics are well ex emplified 
by w hat has happened in Nova Scotia. 
In any coun­ 
try where the people rule, they are lik ely to switch 
on short notice from one party to another. 
A y ear 
and a half ago, in the United States, it look ed as 
though the ex isting regime was doomed. 
Teapot 
Dome, the D augherty scandal, and other nauseous 
rvents had put the republican party in such bad 
repute that even its own leaders ex pected to lose 
in the 1024 national election, while the dem ocrats 
saw victory just ahead. 
B ut democratic prospects 
were wreck ed by the Introduction of a religious q ua r­ 
rel, which the republicans were shrewd enough to 
sidestep. 
As a result, the g. o. p. elected Its presi­ 
dential tick et by the greatest plurality in all history , 
in the face of a third party defection which took 
a considerable num ber of voters out of the rank s 
of both the old organizations. 
Back in 1894, the congressional elections all but 
wiped out the 
democratic 
party 
In the northern 
states, in the m idst of Cleveland’s second term. 
B ut 
two y ears later, the party pulled itself together under 
the free stiver banner and put up a fight which made 
the republicans work as hard as they k new how to 
win. 
In 1912, the republican party , rent by internal 
dissension, finished a poor third, and W oodrow Wil ■ 
son became president by the largest electoral m a ­ 
jority ever given. 
The g. o. p. appeared at tha t time 
to be on its last legs; y et it came back strong twrn 
y ears later, and In 1916 would have defeated W ilson’s 
re-election ex cept for a factional schism in C alifor­ 
nia which gave him tha t state by a slender margin. 
In 1918 it won the congressional elections, and in 
1920 swept the country by a huge majority , break ing 
into the solid south. 
This victory was repeated in 
1924. 
W hat the elections of 1928 will bring forth no one 
can tell at this time. 
Some indications point to a n ­ 
other democratic revival and a republican slump 
But the canny personality of Coolldge m ay serve to 
k eep his party on top. 
It is too early to guess w hat 
will transpire. 
Much depends on intervening events. 


T H E N A T I O N A L C A P I T A L . 
While people today think of the national capital at 
W ashington as a firmly established institution, with 
roots so deeply Imbedded In District of Columbia soil 
that no more possibility of moving it ex ists than of 
moving the W ashington monum ent, conditions were 
not alw ay s in a similar state. 
No less than eight other cities have been seats of 
the United States governm ent for vary ing lengths of 
time. 
Even after finally being situated at W ashing­ 
ton in 1S0Q, congress took one fly ing trip to other 
legions at the instigation of a British arm y . 
According to official census figures, W ashington 
now has 
4 97 ,906 residents, in contrast to the 
8 ,000 
counted there in 
1 8 00. In 1 8 5 0 the num ber of citizens 
had advanced to 
5 2 ,000; in 1 900 to 2 7 9,000. 
The value 
of the capltol buildings and grounds w as estim ated 
in 1911 as $25.00p,000. 
The District of Columbia has 
an area of 7 0 square miles instead of the 
1 00 as orig­ 
inally planned. 
Congress first began to hold its sessions in P hila ­ 
delphia. 
To escape the British invaders it moved to 
Baltim ore In 1776. 
Sessions were held then at L a n­ 
caster and York , Pa., and at Princeton, N. J. 
There 
it was decided that two capitals should be established, 
one on the Delaware and one on the Potom ac, the 
meetings to be held alternately at Annapolis and 
Trenton during the interim. 
The practical advantages of the established city 
of New York overcame the dream s of a capital city , 
however, and the governm ent moved to Wall atreet 
where it stay ed until 1 7 8 9. 
• 
Unlik e the other capitals of the world in tha t it is 
neither the commercial center nor center of popula­ 
tion of Its country , W ashington has made enormous 
strides in the 
few y ears towards practical pros­ 
perity . 
In 
t 
'v-ttve y ears 
its 
population 
has 
almost doubl* .

one day that a city of factories and trades had grown 
up bey ond the borders of the District of Columbia, 
but still an integral p art of the city of W ashington.
